LAW. 


Suggestions by the Acclimatizing Society— 


Protecfion for the Game and Fish of cal­ 


ifornia. 
The trustees and m em bers of the 
California A cclim atizing Society lmve 
arranged and printed a m em orial and 
bill for transm ission to the L egis­ 
lature, em bodying th“ir views in re­ 
gard to the protection of game. 
’We 
give it in full: 
DEKK, ANTELOPE AND KEK. 


Section 1. First—N o deer,elk or ante­ 
lope shall be hunted, taken, killed or 
exposed for sale between the first day of 
Novem ber and the first day of Ju ly of 
any year, in the follow ing counties, to 
wit: Del Norte, K lam ath, Trinity, 
H um boldt, Mendocino, Colusa, Lake, 
Sonoma, Ñ apa, Yolo, Marin, Solano, 
Sacram ento, San Francisco, Contra 
t ’osta, San Joaquin, San Mateo, Santa 
Vruz, Santa Clara, Stanislaus, Mon­ 
terey, Merced, Fresno, San Luis Obis­ 
po, Tulare, Kern, Santa Barbara and 
Los A ngeles. In the rem aining coun­ 
ties of this State, it shall not be law­ 
ful to kill, destroy or expose for sale 
any of the above-named anim als, be­ 
tw een the first day of December and 
the llrst day of August of any year. 
N o spotted fawn shall lie killed at 
any tim e, 
c

11111 MS. 
Second — N o partridge, grouse, or 
quail shall be killed between the fif­ 
teenth day of March and the fifteenth 
day of Septem ber of any year; nor 
shall any patridge, grouse, or quail be 
caught or taken by any trap, snare, or 
net, nor killed by the m eans of any 
drug or poison, at any tim e whatever. 
Third—N o mallard duck,wood duck, 
teal (luck, gadwell duck, or red-head 
duck, shall be taken, killed, or de­ 
stroyed, between the fifteenth day of 
March and the fifteenth day of Sep­ 
tember of any year. 
Fourth—N o person shall have in his 
or her possession, or in his or her 
charge, any one of the above men­ 
tioned anim als or birds, or any part or 
parts thereof, during the time prohib­ 
ited by the first, second and third sub­ 
division of (Ids Section, or which was 
taken or killed by any of the means 
forbidden by this section. 
Fifth—It shall not be lawful for any 
person or persons hereafter to take, 
gather or destroy the eggs of any quail, 
or grouse, mallard duck, wood or sum­ 
m er duck, teal duck, or any other 
species of wild duck thqt Inhabit the 
waters of this State. 
S ix th —It shall not be lawful for any 
person or persons, hereafter, to kithor 
destroy any of the follow ing named 
gam e birds, to w it: Pinnated grouse 
(or prairie chickens, rufiled grouse, 
eastern quail, wood cock, wood grouse, 
black grouse, retbgrouse, w hite grouse, 
partridge, pheasant, w ild turkey, or 
any other birds imported for propaga­ 
tion, for a period of fivo years after the 
passage of this Act. 
Seventh — Any person or persons 
who shall violate any of the provisions 


of this Section, or who shall kill, dur­ 
ing the tim e prohibited, or catch in 
the m anner prohibited, or have in his, 
or her, or their possession, during the 
tim e forbidden, any deer, lawn, quail, 
partridge, grouse, 
or duck, herein 
named, shall be gu ilty of a misde­ 
meanor, uml on conviction 
thereof, 
shall be fined in a sum , not less than 
twenty-five, nor more than one hun­ 
dred dollars; or confined in the County 
Jail not less than ten, nor more than 
sixty days, or lie punished, hy both 
such fine and im prisonm ent, for each 
of suid anim áis or birds so found in 
his, or her, or their possession, or 
taken, trapped, snared, or killed at 
any of the tim es, or in manner herein 
forbidden; one half of all fines, col­ 
lected under this Section, shall be 
paid to the informer and. District At­ 
torney, share and share alike, and 
one-half into the 
Common School 
Fund of the county; and It is hereby 
made the duty of the District Attor­ 
ney of tlie several counties of the 
ntiite, to prosecute all cases arising 
ntler this Section. 


FISH . 
See. 2. 
F irst—N o person or persons 
shall catch or take any lake or brook 
trout out of any of the brooks, creeks, 
rivers, lakes, or waters of this State, 
by any m eans, or in any manner, 
during the m onths of October, N o­ 
vember, December, January, Febru­ 
ary, or March of any year. 
Second—No persons shall catch any 
brook trout out of any of the streams, 
lakes, or waters of th is State, at any 
tim e, except by the means of tv hook 
and line, and then only during the 
m onths of April, May, June, 
July, 
A ugust,-and September, and ut no 
other tim e. 
Third—N o person shall catch ov kill 
any brook trout out of or in any of the 
streams, lakes or waters of this State 
at any tim e, by m eans of any net, 
spear, wire fence, basket, trap, set- 
net, or any poisonous, deleterious, or 
stupifying drug, or explosive com ­ 
pound, or any other im plem ent or ap­ 
pliance, or hy any otiier m eans not 
m entioned in tlie second subdivision 
of tiiis section, and then only during 
(lie tim es therein m entioned. 
This 
shall not apply to the owners of fish 
raised in artificial ponds in private in­ 
al usures. 
Fourth—N o salm on trout shall he 
caught out of any of the rivers, hays, 
creeks, or waters o f this State in any 
m anner, or hy any means, except dur­ 
in g the m onths of April, May, June, 
J u ly, August, September, and Octo­ 
ber of any year. 
F ifth—N o person, (except the owner 
thereof, or one acting by his or her 
consent) shall at any tim e, or by any 
m eans or in any manner, catch or kill 
any brook trout, speckled trout, lake 
trout, bass, or any other lish, being 
reared, cultivated, hatched, fed, kept 
or bred in any private or artificial lake, 
pond, or stream, when the sam e is pre­ 
pared or stocked for private use w ithin 
private enclosures, or in any natural 
stream on private lands, if the sam e be 
stocked, bred, and fed for private use. 
It is, however, especially providod, 
that it shall be lawful to fish in those 
bodies of water known as Lake Tahoe, 
Donner 
Lake, Independence Lake, 
and the stream s running in and out of 
the same, (but in no other places) dur­ 
in g any season of th e year, except t he 
m onths of May and June of each year; 
during w hich period no fish shall he 
taken from or killed by any means in 
said lakes, or said streams running 
into or out of said lakes. 
Sixth—A ny person or persons who 
shall violate any o f the provisions of 
th is Section, or who shall take or catch 
during the tim e or in the manner pro­ 
hibited. or have in his or her or their 
possession during the tim e prohibited, 
any fish herein named, ¡shall lie guilty 
of a misdemeanor; and on conviction 
thereof, shall be fined in a sum not 
less than tw enty-five dollars, nor more 
than one hundred dollars; or be im ­ 
prisoned in the County Jail not less 
than ten days, nor more than sixty 
days; or be punished by both such fine 
and im prisonm ent for each of said fish 
so found in his or her or their posses­ 
sion, or taken or caught or killed dur­ 
ing the tim es, or in the m anner herein 
forbidden. 
O ne-half of all fines col­ 
lected under this section shall be paid 
to the informer and District Attorney, 
share and share alike; and one-half 
shall be paid into the Common School 
Fund of the county; and it is hereby 
made the duty of the D istrict Attor­ 
neys of the several counties of the 
State to prosecuteall cases arising un­ 
der this section.

N o person or persons fish i ng 
in any of the waters of this State,shall 
take, kill or destroy, in any manner 
whatever, any fish less than three 
inches in length. 
A ll below this size 
captured by net or other device, shall 
be returned to tho waters w hile living. 
Any person so oifending shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor; and, on conviction 
thereof, shall be lined in the sum not 
less than Slot), nor more than $'i(H); or 
be imprisoned in the County Jail not 
less than ten days nor more than tw en­ 
ty days. 
PAMS. 
See. 4. 
N o person shall build or 
m aintain a dam upon any of the flu­ 
vial waters of this State, which dam 
is more tlmn two feet in height, unless 
said person shall build and m aintain 
during the m onths of March, April, 
and May, September, October, N ovem ­ 
ber, December, January and February, 
of each year, a properly constructed 
fish ladder, so made that fish can freely 
pass up and down the stream; or a 
passage or sluice-way over said dam, 
and in m id-channel of said stream, for 
the put pose of the passage of fish botii 
up and down said stream. 
Such'pas­ 
sage or sluice-w ay to he at least one 
foot in depth at the edge of the dam, 
and of sufficient width, and placed at 
an angle of not more than thirty de­ 
grees, and extended entirely into the 
running water, below the dam, to the 
depth of one foot. 
.Such passage or 
sluice-way shall be protected on each 
side by siae-planks or boards at least 
one fyot In height,to confine the waters 
therein. It shall be the duty of the pro­ 
prietors and of the lessees or parties in 
possession of any dam already con­ 
structed in any ot the stream s of t he 
State, w ithin ninety days after the 
passuge of this Act, to construct and 
thereafter m uintuin sluice-ways or llsli 
ladders like those above described, 
across or over said dam. 
A ny person 
who shall violate any of tho pro­ 
visions of this section shall hu guilty 
ofa misdemeanor; and on conviction 
thereof shall he lined in a sum not less 
than $200, nor more (ban $500; or shall 
be imprisoned in the County Jail for 
not less than sixty days, nor more 
than six m onths; or shall be punished 


by both such fine and imprisonment. 
Dams not constructed or made to con­ 
form to the .provisions of this section, 
are hereby declared to be a nuisance. 
All fines' or dam ages 
collected or 
awarded under this section, shall he 
paid: one-third to (he District A ttor­ 
ney, oneA Urd to the informer, and 
one-third to the Common School Fund 
of the county. 
SAWDUST. 
See. -5. 
N o person or persons who 
may be the owner or owners, lessees, 
or in the possession of any saw-m ill, 
shall allow the sawdust made by said 
m ills to run into or be east into any 
streams, lakes, or ponds of this State. 
Any person so offending, shall he 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof, shall be fined in a 
sum not less'than $100 nor more than 
$1,000, or shall be imprisoned in the 
County Jail ior not less than sixty 
days, nor mope than ninety days, or be 
punished hy both such line and itn- 
irisonment. 
One half of any finecol- 
ected under this section shall he paid 
share and share alike, to the informer 
and the D istrict A ttorney, and one 
half to the Common School Fund of 
the county. 
See. (i. 
N o person or persons shal- 
sell or oiler lo c a le , or liavu,in posses 1 
sion, in any o f the towns or cities of 
this State or in any part o f the Static, 
the dead gam e, birds, or fish, enum er­ 
ated in this Act, during the perioif 
prohibited, no matter how or where 
obtained. 
Any person so offending 
shall be guilty of a misdem eanor, and 
on conviction thereof, shall be fined in 
u sum not less titan one hundred dol­ 
lars, nor more than five hundred dol­ 
lars, or be imprisoned in the County 
Jail not less than tw enty days nor 
more than sixty days. 
See. 7. 
First: A ny District Court 
Judge, Police Judge, Justice of the 
Peace, or other m agistrate, may, upon 
proof of probable cause to believe in 
the concealm ent of any gam e or fish 
m entioned in this,A ct, during the pro­ 
hibited periods, isgpe a setvrcli warrant, 
and cause search to be made, in any 
house, m arket, boat, car, or other 
building: and, for that end, may cause 
to be opened any apartm ent, chest, 
box, locker, or basket, and have the 
contents thereof exam ined. 
Sec. 8. 
A ll Acts, or parts of Acts, 
ineonsistunt w ith this Act, are hereby 
repealed. 
See. 1). 
This Act shall take effect 
and bo in force on and after its pas­ 
sage.

Our Wine Interests. 
We publish in this issue an impor­ 
tant letter introduced by Mr. M. J. 
Newniark at the last meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, and adopted, 
addressed t:> our Delegation In Con­ 
gress, showing forcibly the injurious 
effects of the present tariff on our na­ 
tive wine and brandy interests, and 
also proving most conclusively that 
should the proposed change to an ail 
valorem duty of 40 per cent, on still 
wines be made, this important in­ 
dustry would be completely ruined. 
Mr. Newmark might have gone still 
further in showing how unprofitable 
the cultivation of the grape has be­ 
come, for it is a well known fact that 
the present year the celebrated Wolf- 
skill vineyard, thirty years of age, as 
also numbers of other old vineyards, 
have been wnu up by tho roots, the 
vines burned tor flre-wood, and the 
land planted in other fruits. This 
is certainly a sorry picture, and is 
the unquestioned result not only of 
the inadequate tariff on imported 
wines, and the gross frauds committed 
thereunder by importers, but also the 
excessive Internal Revenue tax on 
the manufacture of brandy from 
grapes and fruit. We might continue 
to illustrate the truths contained in 
the letter referred tp, and what we 
have here written, but spa^e forbids. 
We think, however, sufficient has been 
said to invite the serious attention of 
our delegation in Congress to this sub­ 
ject. It is the duty of every person 
throughout the country to use what­ 
ever influence they may have in pro­ 
curing such legislation as will correct 
the evils under which we are working, 
and at the same time aid in develop­ 
ing a resource which in time will 
prove one of the most valuable and im­ 
portant we have. 


Amending the Charter. 
If anything is done during the pres­ 
ent session of the Legislature at 
amending the City Charter, and all 
agree that amendment is seriously 
needed, then immediate action and 
united effort on the part of ourcitizens 
is necessary. 
The draft of the charter as amended 
under the direction of tlie Common 
Council,and published in the H e r a l d , 
is prolix and obscure in its meaning. 
It is longer than the Constitution of 
the United States, and goes into de­ 
tails sufficient to frighten the most 
heroic roader. We are afraid that un­ 
der it, difficulties of construction will 
arise that tho courts will have to ad­ 
just.The Chamber of Commerce talk of 
giving the matter an examination, 
and if they can secure such a revision 
and condensation as will give us the 
kind of charter we need, they will 
be entitled to the gratitude of the 
whole community. 
We submit, however, that after the 
substance has been agreed on, the 
“form of law” can best be attained by- 
employing good legal talent. Let us 
have the charter codified. We have 
men in our midst, notably one who 
has devoted much time to the subject 
of codification, who can give us an or- 
ginie law, clear and concise, that will 
embody all we need in one fifth of the 
space occupied by the present revi­ 
sion.It is to be hoped that whatever is 
done, will be done quickly. We do 
not want to have to drag along two 
years more under our defective charter. 
Let our hands be untied, so that our 
city may move along on the road to 
prosperity. 
The farmers of Kansas recently 
held a Convention at Topeka and re­ 
solved to form a new poliitcal party. 
Senator Yorke, who exposed the cor­ 
rupt Pomeroy, and ex-Oovernor Rob­ 
inson, formerly of California, were 
present. The Convention resolved in 
favor of repealing the National Bank 
law, revising the tariff'and controlling 
the railroads. Some newspapers are 
trying to charge this movement upon 
the Grangers, but such is not the case; 
the people are moving. 


R a f f e r t y , the oause of more trouble 
and vexation, more hard swearing and 
legal prevarication, than a dozen ordi­ 
nary criminals, has been hung, and 
Illinois oditors and judges will no 
longer tremble at his name. He was 
the moving cause of the Chicago Jour­ 
nal’s humiliation, and Judge Law­ 
rence’s defeat, but he is now gone to a 
place where there will be but few 
editors and judges to trouble or be 
troubled. 


The beauties of Judge Durrell’s ad­ 
ministration of justicein New Orleans, 
are dally becoming more apparent. 
Not content with setting up bogus 
governments, lie undertook to levy a 
contribution on that everlasting and 
indomitable Mrs- Gaines, and of 
course met his Waterloo. Who ever 
heard of any one surviving an assault 
on her ? 
Prof. Chaney is lecturing on the 
assical subject of "Hell and Damna- 
m,” at San Jose. 


Thk Grangers are atauit to 
lish a beet sugar factory at DaJton, 
Washington Territory. ' 
The Oakland Daily Tribune Is the 
name of a new daily paper about the 
size of a twenty-five cent shin-plaster. 
O range C u llu rc la i'nlifttrutn . 
The Overland Monthly for March 
has a well written article on this sub­ 
ject by Taliesin Evans which we con­ 
dense as follows: The orange was in­ 
troduced into Alta California, by 
Father Junípero and his associates a 
century ago. Their experience in the 
cultivation of semi-tropical fruits in 
Spain and Mexico enabled them quick­ 
ly to recognize the adaptability of the 
soil and climate of California for these 
fruits. The first oranges were planted 
in San Diego The only living orange 
trees planted by Father Junípero and 
his immediate successors are to be 
found in the Mission gardens of San 
Gabriel and at old Ban Bernardino. 
Those at San Gabriel are 70 or 80 years 
old, and are still bearing well. For a 
long time, even after the country- was 
settled by Americans, the erroneous 
impression prevailed that none but 
the few favored spots in the State 
settled by the Missions were adapted 
to orange culture. This error has now, 
however, been fully exploded, ana 
oranges are successfully grown from 
Butte county to San Diego, both in 
valley and foot hill counties. These 
valuable facts have been demonstrated 
by accident rather than design, but 
they are none the less valuable and in­ 
structive. 
The experience of the past season 
has demonstrated that the orange is 
much the hardier and will bear a 
colder temperature than the vine. 
While the vines in Anaheim and Los 
Angeles were greatly injured by late 
frosts last spring, the orange trees 
escaped entirely uninjured, and the 
orange crop of the present season is 
one of the best and most plentiful ever 
produced. Oranges have been success­ 
fully grown in the open air on the 
Sierra Nevadas, at an elevation of 2,­ 
500 to 3,000 feet, where snow falls fre­ 
quently in winter. There is no danger 
of the production being greater than 
the demand. In 1872 the home product 
and importation were about equal. 
In 1872-2, there passed over the Los 
Angeles and San Pedro railroad 21,000 
boxes of oranges of 200 to the box. The 
number of oranges received in San 
Francisco the three past years from 
the Southern counties have been as 
follows: Oranges received in 1870-1, 
1,665,450; oranges received in 1871-2, 
4,701,387; oranges received in 1872-3, 
1,575,435. From foreign ports there 
were received in 1872,4,994,048 oranges, 
and in 1873, 40,000,000. The above 
statements show that, with no increase 
in population or facilities for reaching 
a more extended market, we need 
double the present production to equal 
the home demand. The development 
of the railroad system and the in­ 
crease of population will greatly ex­ 
tend the market aid increase the 
demand. The soil best adapted to 
orange culture is well drained, rich 
alluvial. From fifty to sixty trees to 
the acre is sufficient. Most of the 
orange orchards in the Southern coun­ 
ties are natural or ungrafted, and it is 
believed they make the larger, better, 
atid longer lived trees. Grafted trees 
bear sooner. Seedling orange trees 
seldom bear until seven years old. 
Following is the estimated cost of 
an orange orchard of ten acres: Cost 
of ten acres of improved land, at S30 
per acre, $390; cost of stock, say fifty 
2-year old trees, $125; cost of labor, 
$300; incidental expenses, $200; total, 
$1,225. Orange trees fifteen years old 
will bear from 1,000 to 2,000 oranges, 
netting $20 to $25 per tree, or $1,000 to 
$2,000 per acre. 
B. I). Wilson of Los Angeles nets 
from his orchard $2,000 per annum 
per acre. The Wolfskill orchard, of 
thirty acres, nets its owner from $45,- 
00O to $50,000 per annum. L. J. Rose 
sold the oranges from 500 trees in 1873 
for $15,000. The following table shows 
the cost of farming ten acres of full- 
bearing orchard, value of crop and net 
profit for one year:

The Codes. 


We have received a circular in ad­ 
vocacy of Vandall’* hill to provide for 
a permanent Code Commission, which, 
we presume, is from the pen of Hon. 
< liarles Lindley, a member of the first 
Code C o m m is s io n , who resigned when 
lie fo u n d the Codes were tobe hurriedly 
adopted, and who lias recently issued 
a thoughtful pamphlet upon the proper 
mode and meansof finishing the work. 
We quote: 
“ Sink persons out of sight and hear­ 
ing, but give ear to the voice of His­ 
tory, reason, experience, knowledge 
anu proof, from whatever source they 
come. “Hear me for my cause, and 
be silent- that you may hear” —the 
cause of law reform—of bringing order 
out of chaos—of perfect i ng"tneTVfftOs— 
of preventing u complete disintegra­ 
tion of the embryo tiode system. 
“ The legislature will save t)ie Su­ 
preme Court one-half of its labors, the 
people one-half of the amount now ex­ 
pended in litigation, and will substi­ 
tute ex j*ed ition, certainty aud economy 
for the “ laws delay.” the “ law’s un­ 
certainty,” and the “ law's expense,” 
by making a reasonable expenditure, 
and by having reasonable patience, in 
well-di ree ted eilurU to give, perspicuity 
and certainty to the law In the hist in­ 
stance. The Supreme Court is loaded 
down with questions, created by the 
most thoughtless, blundering expres- 
h ons, and for which there cap be no 
apology or excuse, except that the 
Legislature has been misled by those 
who ought fo have been correct gnides, 
or has not fully comprehended the 
time required to' make Codes, and the 
great final economy which would re­ 
sult from obtaing a clear, settled sys­ 
tem. The Bar has not done its part in 
placing this system 011 a scientific 
p ittin g 
_ . _ r _ 
“The question of economy when raised 
as an objection to a permanent Law 
Commission, is entirely -out «¿place. 
Ultimate economy is its strongest re­ 
commendation. 
Probably there has 
already been and will be losses and 
costs enough entailed by the unneces­ 
sary crude condition of the Codes to 
maintain a permanent Law Commis­ 
sion for fifty years. 
It was estimated 
to have cost New York 57,000,000 to 
construct her Code of Civil Procedure, 
which was crude-in the beginning. 
How can proper results be attained 
except that the people have patience, 
take time, employ good talent, and pay 
the bills ? 
“ Three Commissioners, for the first 
four years, can advantageously employ 
for the ¡State every working hour of 
their time. H ind'acting upon mind 
by mutual suggestions and counsel 
will give greater perfection. When 
the first annotated edition as contem­ 
plated by Vnudall’s bill shall have 
been prepared for publication, a less 
number can continue the work. Such 
is the road to linal economy iu the 
making and administration of law.”— 
[8. F. Call.

Is cheerful to have experienced at last 
a few days of continuous pleasant 
weather, after the long period of rain 
and murk that extended from the last 
of November to the middle of Febru­ 
ary, with but few and brief snatches 
of sunshine.

No 
feed hud been provided, the owners of 
stock relying upon t he usual amount 
of natural feed furnished in th at local­ 
ity. The backwardness of the season 
lias left the stock entirely without 
feed , anil they are dying by thou­ 
s a n d s .” 


The total indebtedness of Nye county, 
Nev., is placed at §18,733 82 gold coin. 
This, however, says 
the 
Belmont 
Courier, is exclusive of the expenses 
of the last term of the District Court, 
and those attending on change of 
venue to Lander county, which may 
be approximated a t $5,U00, leaving the 
total debt of the county at, say $25,000. 


The National Crop Reporter, pub­ 
lished a t Jacksonville, 111., from re­ 
turns of fthe States of Illinois, Iowa, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Kansas and 
Ohio, estimates the total amount of 
wheat in the hands of the prodneers in 
those States, February 1st, at nearly 
50,000,000 bushels, or 4o,\ per cent of 
the entire crop.
